Will Not Produce that Fun­ 
ny Feeling and Glassy 
Stare is Verdict 


Henry Craig’, one of the best known young farmers in the Garvin com­ 
munity, was shot and almost instantly killed at his home yesterday morn­ 
ing about 7:30 o ’clock. 
Clay Cloud and his half-brother Allie Thacker, 
young men living in the neighborhood, were arrested at the Thacker home 
H^Deputy Sheriff Branch and brought to jail at nooi. 
A large crowd 
gathered at the jail when the officers and prisoners arrived. 
Cloud has a 
youthful appearance, while Thacker is a powerfully built man and seems to 
be much older than Cloud. 
It is stated that Cloud admitted to Deputy 
Branch that he killed Craig, using a 38 Winchester. 
The facts concerning this deplorable affair as near as the Messenger 
could learn, are: There had been an ill feeling on the part of Cloud against 
Craig for some time, caused, it is said, by Craig discharging the young man 
for an unmentionable deed. 
This bad feeling, it is further stated, was in- 
tesified and aggravated in Cloud’s breast when he heard that Craig had 
told neighbors the cause of his discharge from the Craig farm. 
Early yes­ 
terday morning Cloud, armed with a 38 calibre Winchester, in company 
/with his half-brother, Thacker, went to the home of Craig. 
When the young 
men arrived at the home they found Craig in the stock lot feeding his horses. 
A few words passed between Craig and Cloud, then the young man raised 
his rifle and fired point blank into Craig’s breast. 
As the wounded man 
turned to go to his house, Cloud’s gun belched forth another leaden messen­ 
ger of death, and Henry Craig crumpled to the ground a mortally shot man. 
The second bullet entered in the back between the shoulders aud in a very 
short time he was dead. Craig was carried to the house by three men who 
witnessed the shooting.

Tells of Importance of Edu 
cational Training for 
County’s Pupils 


In every school room in this coun­ 
try and in every home are being1 built 
day by day those enduring structures 
we call character. 
Time will prove 
whether we are erecting a mansion or 
a hovel, but whatever it be it must 
stand throughout the ceaseless ages 
of eternity, and be tried as with fire. 
Since this is true, it is well to pause 
and examine the material we are using 
in this work and see if it will stand 
the test to which it will be subjected. 
God has endowed us with intellect­ 
uality, the power to construct, but it 
is left to us to choose the meterial 
and do the building. If this intellect­ 
ual house must stand when all earthly 
things shall have fallen, then let me 
impress this great central thought up­ 
on your minds, that the element that 
must enter into and predominate in 
the foundation thereof is character. 
Education in its 
complete sense 
means nothing less, certainly it can 
mean nothing better, than the train ­ 
ing of the heart, the desires, the very 
life of the child. 
A standard of high 
intellectual efficiency without regard 
to moral worth is a failure to begin 
with, 
Indeed, this is the corner stone 
upon which the 
building if 
fitly 
framed and put together must rest, 
otherwise it will crumble and fall. 
Mr. W ebster 
says, 
“ Education 
means to discipline the feelings; to re­ 
strain the passions; to inspire worthy 
motives; to instill relig io u s feelings 
and to inculcate under all circum­ 
stances pure m orality.5’ 
I would that every teacher in this 
country, who by reason of his avo­ 
cation is day by day shaping the 
lines of the chiidren, would weigh 
with profound regard for his profes­ 
sion the import of these wo~ds and re­ 
ligiously apply them in his work. 
Impress upon the minds and hearts 
of your children the inestimable value 
of an education such as Mr. Webster 
has described; but above all, impress 
the great fundamental truth that tile 
man or woman, however thoroughly 
equipped in all else, if in moral char­ 
acter deficient, has marked a colossal 
failure in human endeavors. 
Beyond doubt, the greatest asset 
any country can possess is an educa­ 
ted citizenship. 
I d on’t mean educa­ 
ted in narrow, commercial lines, but­ 
in that broader way that developes 
those faculties of 
mind and heart 
that make of lier subjects the best cit- 
zens. 
Let the child understand this, 
and let him comprehend, too, the 
great truth that upon him and others 
will soon devolve the responsibilities 
of this government in all its phases, 
and that the very destiny of our glo­ 
rious country depends not so much 
upon Hie mental and physical devel­ 
opment of her people or their power 
to create wealth, but upon their great 
MORAL worth. 
This has been true in all ages. The 
stability of governments and the pro­ 
gress they have made have been meas­ 
ured by no standard except the- high 
moral character of her citizens. 
I shall not attempt to lay down a 
rule by which our schools may ap­ 
proach a standard of efficiency not 
yet attained. 
The teacher must de­ 
volve his own rules as well as apply 
them to the character building of his 
pupils. 
As he watches the develop­ 
ment of the intellectual child, so he 
must not neglect to watch with equal 
scrutiny its moral growth. 
We must maintain high moral and 
intellectual standards for our chil­ 
dren, otherwise the disappointments 
and failures that come up in life will 
the more easily thwart their ambitions 
and wreck their lives. 
I am not com­ 
plaining- tLat the moral status of our 
schools is bad. On the contrary, it is 
better now than ever before. 
There 
has never been a time when so large 
a percentage of the teaching* profes­ 
sion was of so high moral attainment. 
The time was in 
this country when 
the schoolmaster was also the danc­ 
ing master and otherwise the toughest 
character in the community. And the 
patient and long-suffering people of 
those times endured his evil ways 
with impunity. Today such a teacher 
would be driven not only from our 
school rooms but from the neighbor­ 
hood . 
'es, conditions are growing better. 


They are not perfect. 
As I believe 
that agitation and effort that are cal­ 
culated to advance every worthy cause 
should not stop 
except we 
have 
reached the 
superlative degree, we 
cannot afford to cease these appeals 
for high moral ideals as well as 
thorough intellectual attainments un­ 
til we are securing the best endeavors 
of all concerned. 
This we are enti­ 
tled to, not for pecuniary Reasons; 
not solely because it cost money to 
m aintain our schools, bul for the 
‘greater reason that the time in which 
this essential foundation work must 
be done is so swiftly passing that 
what is done must be done quickly. 
Boys and girls of today are men and 
women of tomorrow, and they must 
take their places in the world and try 
out in the affairs of life the instruc­ 
tion they are now receiving. 
I would not argue the importance 
of educating our children from the 
standpoint of money-making, for if 
there be no higher incentive than that; 
if this is the desideratum in the prep­ 
aration of our children for their life’s 
work, then permit me to declare that 
you teachers are falling short of the 
mark of the high calling of your p ro­ 
fession, and the scales have not yet 
fallen froifi the eyes of parents. 
No motive must be the goal of our 
ambitions in this work to the exclu­ 
sion of those nobler elements of char­ 
acter that go to make up a perfect cit­ 
izenship. 
If so, then, indeed, we are 
educating in vain. 
W hat is the evi­ 
dence that this is true? It is the ex­ 
perience of 
men, who, after many 
strenuous years, although successful 
in a worldly sense, in fame and rich­ 
es, have, when they came to lay down 
the burden, declared life to have been 
nothing but “ vanity and vexation of 
spirit. ” 
My friends, what is the education 
that is really worth the effort to a t­ 
tain? To be sure, it is that thorough 
practical preparation of our children 
that fit them for the duties of life— 
that equip them for places in the in­ 
dustrial world. 
But, is this all? 
Have you no loftier purpose in view 
in the education of your child than 
that your boy may be a successful 
money-maker, or that your girl may 
marry a bank account. 
Oh, this standard of dollars that we 
have set up! 
How it's baneful influ­ 
ence is permeating our every work. 
We are today worshipping at the 
shrine of mammon. 
In everything— 
in our schools, in our homes, often in 
the sacredness of the pulpit, the ide a 
is prevailing that the culmination of 
all effort in this life is the power to 
make money. 
The man who has been , 
thus successful, though his moral 
character may be full of scars, is 
looked to as a criterion. 
I say. a v a\ 
with such examples for our children 
to emulate. 
The corrupting influence of money, 
how apalling it has become in 
out- 
municipal state and national affairs. 
In the grandest legislative assembly 
known to our country, the United 
States Senate, seats are being bought 
like any commodity, and retained 
through its corrupting power. I heard 
of a city in peerless Texas where the 
desire is so strong for a wide-open 
town, to the end that more money 
might flow into the marts of trade, 
that the preacher of the gospel who 
denounces the evils in that modern 
Sodom, does so at the risk of his 
reputation and ids life. 
My friends, I don't know how oth­ 
ers view such matters, and it may iii 
become me, on an occasion like this, 
to express the disgust I feel towards 
a policy of government, that deliber­ 
ately and wantonly assassinates the 
character of men to the end that the 
devil may . not be thwarted in Ids' 
work. 
I refer to this because it so aptly il­ 
lustrates what I have tried to say in 
this article- the importance of having 
no standard of life that will magnify 
our selfish interests to the detriment 
of those better impulses of our n a ­ 
tures. 
I had rather follow the humblest 
avocation in the land, regarding al­ 
ways and above everything else my 
good name and that of my fellow man, 
than to be such a mayor as I know, 
or even the editor of a great daily 
newspaper, and lend myself to such 
nefarious methods. 


FLO ATED OYSTERS UNDER BAN. 


Oysters floated in brackish water 
for fattening purposes hereafter will 
be considered as adulterated under 
the pure food and drug act, according 
to a decision by the pure food board. 
The decision will not be final until 
signed by Secretary 
of Agriculture 
Wilson. 
Under a decision last year oysters 
were allowed to be fattened in “wa­ 
ter of a less saline content than that 
in which oysters will 
properly 
ma­ 
ture.” 
It is now held that this ex­ 
pression “is impossible of interpreta­ 
tion.” 
“The practice of 
floating 
oysters 
and other shellfish,” 
the 
decision 
adds, “results in their adulteration by 
the addition of water. 
It is found 
also that floating gives to the oysters 
and other shell fish a fictitious appear­ 
ance, resulting In the deception of 
the consumer. Moreover, the water in 
which they are floated being of lower 
salt content than the water In which 
they were grown, Is usually in the 
mouth of streams or artificial inlets, 
surrounded by houses, and is almost 
invariably polluted.” 
Under the previous decision oysters 
floated In water less salty than that 
in which they grew had to be labeled 
“floated oysters.”

prisoner at Sing

Ossining.—Brancesco 
Doliano, 
a 
l^s^Tving an indeterminate sen* 
tence of from two 
years 
and

months to five years for assault in 
the second degree, escaped from Sing 
Sing prison at about two o’clock in 
the morning and was captured and 
brought back after eleven hours of 
freedom. 
He has served one year 
and three months of his sentence. 
I The escape was not discovered un­ 
til the officers made their morning 
count at 7:30. 
Keeper Murphy then 
discovered that the cell was vacant, 
and a hole in the roof told the story 
of the escape. The whistle was blown 
and Walden Kennedy had a descrip­ 
tion of the prisoner telephoned to all 
the neighboring police stations. About 
12:40 in the afternoon Doliano was 
captured at Briarcliff by Chief of Po­ 
lice Keator of that village. 
Doliano 
B a d e no resistance and was brought 
to the prison. 
After wandering about for eleven 
hours Doliano was only three miles 
from the prison. 
He was 
on 
the 
state road, headed for New York. He 
was familiar with the village, having 
been employed for two years on the

With these 
he removed a stone from the roof of 
his cell, on the top tier, and taking 
his blanket and the two iron bars he 
drew himself through the aperture 
Into the space above.

Us­ 
ing the same tools, he made a hole 
through the roof of the building and 
round himself in the open air.

the edge of the roof he found footing 
on a beam to which the telephone 
wires leading to the building were at­ 
tached. 
He broke 
off 
several

these wires and twisted his blanket 
and the wires into a cord and then 
lowered himself half -way down, from 
which point he 
descended 
to

ground by means of the window bars.
